I notice that the records of iron 
ore m ovem ent from the huge m ines 
of Minnesota by Great Lakes’ v es­ 
sels, to the big iron and steel cen­ 
ters, broke all previous records in 
June, 
with

total shipment of 
13,744,894 tons. 
Ore moved by

opening of the season to July I, 
was the largest on 
record—36,- 
058.371 tons. 
While a large amount of the ore 
feeds many steel plants in Ohio, 
a sizeable portion also goes to oth­ 
er steel 
centers 
bordering 
the 
Great Lakes and elsew here. 
R ecently I saw a large ore car­ 
rying freighter heading out the St. 
L a w r e n c e River, 
apparent I y 
bound for som e coastal point or 
overseas. 
Ohio has been growing as an 
iron and steel producing center, 
since the first iron furnace in Ohio 
was built in 1803, on a hillside over­ 
looking 
winding “ Yellow Creek” 
near the present m am m oth plant 
of the Youngstown Sheet and Tube 
Company’s Cam pbell plant. 
D iscovery of iron ore in O h i o 
was m ade by Daniel and J a m e s 
Eaton, who found som e red stones 
which proved to be iron 
ore, 
a 
most precious 
m etal among the 
pioneers in those days. 
Nearby the men found plenty of 
lim estone with which to flux the 
iron, w hile abundant forests s u p ­ 
plied charcoal. 
Shaped like a square, inverted 
funnel, the first furnace w as nam ­ 
ed Hopewell. Iron ore, lim estone 
and charcoal were placed in the 
top of the furnace, and hours la ­ 
ter a trickle of iron flowed from the 
bottom. Only a 
few 
tons 
w ere 
m ade w eekly at the furnace. 
Around the birthplace of Ohio’s 
steel industry has grown g i a n t 
m ills which produce IO percent of 
the nation’s steel. 
Ohio now has a capacity of 22, 
000,000 tons of steel yearly, be 
ing second only to 
Pennsylvania 
with a capacity of 32,000,000 tons 
yearly.

The investigation was carried on 
by a group of engineers, in this

m ile radius. To bring water here

I w as considered im practicable from 
la prohibitive cost viewpoint. 


This whole water situation here 
w as brought into sharp f o c u s 
when what was called an interim 
w ater report, w as presented in­ 
form ally, to a group of city of­ 
ficials of Washington C. ll. by 
official representatives of t h e 
Ohio W ater Service Company, at 
the City Building Friday night,

The report, prepared by Burgess 
and Niple, a firm of consulting en- 
- gineers of Columbus, had b e e n 
authorized by The Ohio W a t e r 
Service Company to investigate and

and to recom m end a solution to 
i the problem 'of providing an ade­ 
quate supply for the present and

We heard a Washington business man 
tne other day say that he no longer finds 
children shoppers interested in saying 
pennies. “In fact," he said, “most kids 
do not talk in penny language.

Before the days of inflation there was 
still many people, old and young, inter­ 
ested in pennies. Now the situation lias 
leached a point where most people prefer 
to ignore such small stuff. 
The Post Office Department, w h i - ii 
once specialized in penny postals, penny 
stamps and even penny savings a c c o il 
has abolished the penny for bookkeeping 
purposes.

Contact dermatitus is a skin 
sensitivity sometimes c o m i n g 
from adhesive tape or con t a c t 
with a girdle, brassiere, or some 
other item. It gives a well-demar 
rated sore. 
Straight Band Rashes 
Other forms of rashes that oc­ 
cur in small straight bands may 
be due to thin rubber bands, zip 
pers or bracelets In most cases, 
solid articles will not cause sen­ 
sitive rashes in the folds of the 
skins, while liquids and s e rn i- 
liquids will affect these 
areas 
Some common types of allergic 
rashes that are easy to detect are 
the large red rash around a man s 
forehead, due to an allergy to the 
headband of a hat, a toilet seat 
rash on the buttocks, or the very 
common theater seat rash on the 
calves of a woman’s legs. An al­ 
lergy to perfume usually is local­ 
ized behind the ear; one due to 


hair lacquer is usually found i 0 
front of the ear. 
Some types of skin sensitivities 
w ill occur in certain seasons. This 
does not mean that the person is 
sensitive to pollens, but rather 
that his seasonal habits m a y 
vary. One only wears bath 1 ii g 
cap during the summ er or a foot 
ball helmet during the fall, and 
one handles golf clubs and tennis 
rackets during the summer 
Usually it is easy for a doctor to 
determine the cause of allergy by 
a little detective work concern 
mg the patient’s activities, and so 
forth. After the criminal is dis­ 
covered. exposure to t h e sub 
stance causing the skin r a s h 
should be avoided. 
The antihistamine drugs a r e 
often of great help in clearing up 
these rashes, and a little care on 
the part of the individual can 
then prevent further occurrences

Our FBI And Civil Rights 


The term, civil rights, has to 
do with the Constitution of the 
United States. This document 
guarantees to every person liv­ 
ing in this land specific unalien­ 
able rights. Had the first IO a- 
mendments to the Constitution 
not been 
adopted, it is very 
doubtful 
that that 
document 
could have been ratified by the 
13 sovereign states which then 
formed 
the 
more 
perfect un­ 
ion. 
It is the federal Constitution 
which guarantees these rights, 
not state laws or municipal or­ 
dinances. therefore, it is, by the 
organic law of our land, a normal 
function of our federal govern­ 
ment to prevent any person or 
group of persons, any state or 
municipality 
from 
in v a d in g 
lights. The 14th and 15th amend 
ments were added to the Consti­ 
tution to strengthen those pro­ 
visions of it. 
It was never intended that all 
the imaginable rights of the in­ 
dividual should be guaranteed 
by the Constitution. What we 
have are a limited number of 
specific protections which are so 
worded as to leave little doubt as 
to what they originally meant, 
although as the country grew 
larger and life more complicat­ 
ed. 
even 
those 
simple state 
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ments of truth have caused con­ 
troversies. 
The law 
provides that in a 
narrow, limited field, the FBI 
has jurisdiction over some civil 
rights - not, as in the totalitar­ 
ian countries, to protect the gov 
eminent, but in the distinctively 
American concept of protection 
the individual. This jurisdiction 
is specified in sections 241 and 
242, title 18, United States Code 
(Supplement 1951) and in a few 
other sections. The FBI jurisdic­ 
tion, in the words of J. Edgar 
Hoover, runs as follows: 
“Two or more persons con 
spiring to injure, oppress, threat 
en or intimidate any citizen in 
the free exercize or enjoyment 
of any right or priv ilege secured 
to him by the Constitution or laws 
of the United States, or because 
of his having exercised the same 
or 
' Two or more persons going 
in disguise on the highway, (li­ 
o n the premises of another, with 
intent to prevent or hinder his 
free exercise or enjoyment of 
any right or privilege so secur­ 
ed.’’ 
These clauses involve genet 
ally involuntary servitude, Slav­ 
ery and election law violations 
Further Hoover defines the FBI’s 
function as applying to:

“A person acting under color 
i of an ylaw, statute, ordinance, 
; regulation or custom, willfully 
! deprived, or caused to be de 
prived 
from 
any 
inhaibitant 
rights, privileges or immunities 
secured or protected by the Con­ 
stitution or laws of the United

In matters of this nature, as in 
all others, the functions of the 
FBI. under the law, are purely 
investigative. The FBI is not a 
national police force. It does not 
bring anyone 
before 
a 
grand 
jury for indictment. That is the 
function of the Department of 
Justice 
When, 
as during the 
period from 1942 to 1947, the FBI 
was instructed to stay out of 
the Atomic 
Energy Commis­ 
sion’s screening or protective 
functions, it stayed out. That is 
probably why we lost the atomic 
and hydrogen bombs. In a word. 
the FBI is the investigative a 
gency of the Attorney General’s 
office, and vvfcen it is not permit­ 
ted to function properly, the con­ 
duct of the Department of Jus­ 
tice is usually derelict. 
During 1952, an increasingly 
large 
number of civil 
rights 
matters arose, due perhaps to 
the fact that for the first time 
in many years, the Department 
of Justice was headed by a com­ 
petent, 
law-enforcing 
officer, 
James McGranery, who utilized 
his investigative arm, the FBI, 
to its fullest extent 
Three 
governors. 
Fine 
of 
Pennsylvania, Battle of Virgin­ 
ia, and Dewey of New York, re­ 
cently spoke in opposition to this 
function of the FBI. They can­ 
not object to the FBI performing 
efficiently the duties placed up­ 
on the bureau by Congress; their 
objection can only be to the law 
itself. Until and unless Congress 
changes the law. the Depart­ 
ment of Justice should enforce it 
and the f b i should investigate 
cases that arise from it. 
In too many instances, offic­ 
ials take it upon themselves to 
decide which laws they will en­ 
force and which they will a 
bandon 
As long as a matter 
stands or the statute books, it 
should be enforced; else we have

F rid a y with a peak of IOO de­ 
grees was not only the hottest day 
of the year to-date but was one of 
the hottest days recorded here in 
a decade.

pect Sunday, with an estimated 96 
degrees for the top reading.
